An American gentleman of tho beat 


tjtpo left us when Richard Vaux of Phil- 
adelphia departed this life. Whatever 
wild eyed anarchistic say to the contrary, 
high breeding, educational advantages 
and reHning influences ia early life do 
count, oiid count f or .mnoh. Parents owe 
it to thoir ohildreu as aa apology for 
bringing them into the world to sur- 
round them with all the advantages of 
this kind that lie iu their power. 


Biohnrd Van* enjoyed whatever mon- 


ey nnd high social station conld glvo 
him all his life. In youth he was strik- 
ingly handsome. He was also what men 
would cull lucky. 
Honors came to 


him of themselves. Wheii only 20 years 
old, 
he was chosen secretary of legation 


to the American embassy in London. 
The appointment was a surprise lo him, 
and he did not want it. He accepted it, 
however, and mndo n most brilliant and 
popular official. 
Qneeu Victoria was 


then in the bloom of her bright, sweet 
youth, idolized by her people, enjoying 
keenly the social pleasures she lias 
esohowtd for so many years. At a court 
ball the brilliant, handsome olid high 
brod young American secretary of lega- 
tion dancen with Victoria herself, and 
.be was tire only American who ever had 
this honor. 


Biohnrd Vnnx's life was a most busy 


one. In politics, in business or iu phi- 
lanthropy he never wearied. As ouo of 
tho trustees of Qirard college ho trans- 
formed tho instruction therefrom useless 
pedagogical learning to n course which i 
embraced the training of poor boys in j 
useful 
trades, thns anticipating the I 


change in education now taking place 
all over tho conn try. When ho was 
mayor uf Philadelphia, hu used often to 
go out to firt'M at night, to see for him- 
self whether the service was prompt aud 
otl'inieiit. 
He WHS in his sovotity-uinth 


year at tho time of his death, bnt still 
actively in tlm swim of things, us all old 
people should bu if they would keep 
minrl and body young. The last public 
duty of his life was discharged when, a 
few days beforo his death, ho conducted 
a legislative committee through the 
Eastern Pennsylvania penitentiary. He 
was president of the board of inspect- 
ors for the prison. Richard Vanx was a 
liueal descendant of William Poun. 


THE CHIMNEY. 


With Mare EHpeclal Reference to Drajn 


Pipe anil Tutiiutu CHII Chiniueytt. 


"Speaking of chimneys," said an old 


•oldior, "tho ehiiuuoy Knob, as ona not 
infrequently sees made of tjlazed drain 
pipe always interests me greatly. We've 
aeen such chimneys run up outside of 
obantios, nud we'vo seen them carried 
from the tops of chimneys over to the 
Bide wall of some much higher building 
erected next door and thence on upward 
above tho top of it. There is one thing 
about those drain pipe chimneys that al- 
ways surprises me very much, and that 
is that they Btauk 'em up with tho 
flange <md of the sections up. I never 
taw one built tho other way. I never 
could understand this. 1 suppose tho 
pipe is usually sot up with cement or 
mortar in the joints, but J should think 
thoan upturned flanges would catch all 
the rain, aud that it would work down 
the pipes, aud that frost would get in 
there in winter and all that. I should 
think it would be immensely better to 
•tack 'out up with the smooth end at the 
top, and I don't know why they don't 
doit. 


"Perhaps my great interest in this 


simple form of cylindrical ohimney is 
due to a more intimate acquaintance 
with und a groat affection for another 
kind of cylindrical cl^ney, one ruoro 
Dimple in form and coTaruction. I re- 
fer to the tomato can chimney. Emblem 
of domestic peace aud comfort as tho 
chimney undoubtedly in, it is not always 
BO, and tho tomato can ohhnney, per- 
haps more thau any other, characterizes 
tho livelier vicissitudes of life. I know 
that my own first acqaaiutaifco with tho 
tomato can chimney was in the unity 
in time of war. And yet even there, it 
has some flavor of peace about it, for 
we never had one except at times when 
we were more or Jess settled in camp 
and wore withia.reach ot a settler. 


"And the tomato can chimney ia by 


no moans confined to army life. It is 
built by hunters aud campers out, by 
squatters and pioneers and by early 
Bot- 


tlers in new regions pending tho build- 
ing of a more substantial chimney, and 
so I snpposo it may bo said of the chim- 
ney, alter all, that wheraver it may bo 
set up and of whatever it may be con- 
structed it has about tlio same savor of 
the hearthstone."—Now York Sun.

The champion;) of academic chivalry 


who, 
after the long and weary struggle,, 


succeeded in whining for the 1,'ttlias the 
right of oqtiality in tho examinations 
for the London university degrees have 
had their contentions more than justi- 
fied by tbe result. Up to tbe preseut 
there has bbeh no female dootof of liter- 
ature* but that is up great wonder, for 
within a vory.few yeai's only two of the 
other BBS—Dr. Weymonth, formerly of 
Mill Hill school, and Dr. F. Stock—bad 
achieved the distinction. This year, 
however, for the first time, a lady's' 
name is added to the Beauty roll. Miss 
Elizabeth A. S, Dawea having just been 
passed for the degree by the examiners. 


She bad been chiefly taught by her 


father, the Bov. J. S. Dawes, D. D., a 
well known schoolmaster at Sorbiton, 
and not many years since tbe president 
of the Association of Private Scnoolmas- 
ters. Her natural capacity was quite re- 
markable, and under her father's teach- 
ing she obtained, in 1881, the first place 
in the opeu classical scholarship exami- 
nation at Girton college—which may 
perhaps rank among schoolgirls pretty 
much the same as the Balliol scholar- 
ship oinou# their brothers at the public 
schools. The college authorities decided 
she was too young for the scholarship— 
she was thuii not 18—hue the next yeav 
she was elected to Lady Stanley '^schol- 
arship and commenced residence at Gir- 


ton in October. During her threu years 
Biio pursued her studies with distinction, 
and i» 1885 she was placed—wo may 
not yet say graduated—in tho second 
class of the cl.'iHsical tripos. Moanwhile 
she iiad been passing the examination 
of London university. In 1882 she was 
placed in tho first division of tho inter- 
mediate, with the prizo for Gorman, 
and in 1885 she passed the full B. A. 
with honors in Greek and Latin. Two 
yoars lator sho was fifth on the list o£ 
SI. A.'« in tho classical branch of tho ex- 
amination, and in 18HO Nho passed first 
in mediaeval and modern French and 
Germau in oriior tu qualify for tho da- 
grco of doctor of literature, which sho 
has just attained.

Afterapeakincof 
tho heightened sense of hearing under 
mesmerism and of the increase of mus- 
cular precision, they make, bo says, 
"feats of phonic imitation" possible 
which are truly astonishing. 


"Many patients will thus repeat ac- 


curately what is spoken in any languaaif.

rectly and simultaneously both words 
and music of songs in any language 
which they had never heard before—

crats in Yesterday's Contention.

Democracy adopted the. following 
sound resolutions,-which were being 
debated In convention at the hour 
resterday'i edition of the Tixea- 
DraocRAT went to pret?: 


TirsoujTioNB. 


The Democracy of Allen county, in 


convention assembled, believing that 
to a laree extent all the financial 
panics of this country for the last 
Forty yearn have been caused by leg- 
islation Inimical to silver as money, 
and that the depressing, conditions 
now existing will continue until sil- 
ver is restored to the position it oc- 
cupied pior to its demonetization in 
1873, therefore be It 


i'ooimi, That we declare ourselves 


opposed to the single gold standard, 
and favor the restoration by this gov- 
ernment, independently of any for- 
eign powers of silver, to the position 
It occupied In our monetary system, 
until demonetized by Congress In 
1873. 


Jieaolved, That we heartily endorse 


the action of the last Congress In in- 
creasing the pensions of thousands of 
the old soldiers from two and three 
dollars per mouth to six dollars per 
month, and we condemn the actions 
ot the last Republican Legislature of 
Ohio for I is extravagance in plunder- 
ing the public treasury by drawing 
salaries for services not rendered,
